dustry 'in Chicago is rapidly bern^ 
tied up by the teamsters' strike.

At a 


dozen-buildings contractors laced the 
alternative ot sending back the con- 
signments of lumber delivered by non- 
union teamsters or having strikes on. 
hand 
In a number of instances the 


lumber was accepted by the contrac- 
tors and the workmen quit. 


Nearly Ten Thousand 


It is predicted nearly ten thousand 


men will be out before night, includ-. 
in" the furniture makers, the lum- 
ber handlers and the carpenters. The 
first lumber mill to shut clown is that 
of the Landis company, where forty 
workmen were laid oft. 


Want Troons 


The indications are if the strike 


continues the whole building indus- 
tries will be at a standstill. The em- 
ployers believe the police are unable 
to handle .the1 situation and pressure 
is being brought on the authorities 
to call the troops.

Actual Rioting 


A crowd, of two hundred, strike- 


sympathizers early this afternoon at- 
Itcmpted to overturn an Adams ex- 
press-wagon at Canal and West Madi- 
son .street covnev. The guards on the 
wagon made a display of rifles; but 
no shots were fired,. .The riot call 
brought the police, who dispersed the 
crowd and made twelve arrests. Sev- 
eral rioters were severely clubbed by 
the police. 


Speaks" for Employers. 


."The lumber interests demand pro- 


tection (lay and night," declared Vic- 
tor D. Sincere of the Employers' as- 
sociation, who has charge of matters 
pertaining to the supplying of driv'ers 
and police guards 
to 
struck firms, 


"and they have not got it. It will re- 
quire 2,000 more policemen than those 
already In service ,and called for to 
protect the lumber district alone." 


Mayor Dunne's call for 1,000 addi- 


tional policemen, made on Wednes- 
day, resulted in the enrollment of 155 
new men Thursday. The mayor and 
chief of police declared all demands 
of the employers for protection were 
being supplied and that

tion until Monday at least.

Allege Protection Is Inadequate.

association point

many lumbermen are refusing to at- 
tempt deliveries, declaring they can- 
not get adequate protection.

field & Co. called for five, drivers and 
were sent only three officers to pro- 
tect them; that John Landis &. Co. 
sent out five drivers and that their 
men were stoned and couldn't go on 
without more

Drivers' and Conductors' "Union, Lo- 
cal No. 720, have been sentenced to 
imprisonment for an indefinite period. 


John M. Donohue and Bernard Mul- 


ligan are the two' men held- in con- 
tempt and ordered to jail by Judge 
Kohlsaat until they answer the ques- 
tions demanded of.them in the hear- 
ing before Master in Chancery Sher- 
man. 
Shea was discharged on the 


ground that he is under indictment 
by the Cook county grand jury for al- 
leged conspiracy, and that his refusal 
to answer certain questions on th« 
ground1 of self-hicrlminatlon was a 
valid excuse under the circumstances 
and not in contempt of the United 
States court. 


Express Companies Are Obdurate. 
The uncompromising altitude of the 


express companies was made known 
in an authorized statement by United 
States Senatoc Thomas C. Platt of 
New York, president of tlie United 
States Express company. The state- 
ment nof*only shows' the determina- 
tion of one express company, at least, 
not to take back any of Its' old em- 
ployes who went out on a sympathet- 
ic strike, but makes it equally plain 
that no men will be employed "In 
their places who 'would act • in the 
same manner." 


Inasmuch as Senator Platt Is sup- 


posed to speak for all the express 
companies as well as for his particu- 
lar one. his statement sets at rest all 
talk about a settlement of the inter- 
changeable plan of re-employing .the 
striking; express drivers. 


The.-only thing having a suggestion 


of peace about it that still is pending 
is the- prospective arbitration of dif- 
ferences between the team owners 
and the unions. It would not be sur- 
prising if the matter ended in failure, 
In which event the. team owners, ac- 
cording to general 
belief, will be 


forced from their position of neutral- 
ity into the thick of the fight. 


"The head of one of the 
largest 


teaming concerns, in the city is'quot- 
ed as having told friends within a 
day or two that he was about to get 
Into the strike. 
None of the "team 


owners, however, will discuss the sit- 
uation for publication at present. 


General Strike Grows. / 


Here and there carpenters :and oth- 
f 
ers have refused to work with lumber 
hauled by nonunion teamsters, and 
every' hour adds to' the apprehension 
of a general strike that will thro.w 
scores of men in various branches of 
labor out of employment, and perhaps 
completely paralyze Industry in the 
city, at. least as far as the building 
trades are concerned. 


Seven carpenters employed on a 


building in xcourse' of erection at 50 
Woodlawn Park went on strike be- 
cause lumber was delivered by non- 
union teamsters. 
Officers of. the build- 


ing trades unions asserted that these 
crafts are facing a crisis, and that 
some action toward relief 
will be 


taken at a meeting of the Associated 
Building Trades. 


One hundred teamsters employed 


by .ten hardwood lumber firms joined 
the striking drivers and a similar 
number of concerns are expected to 
become involved. 


According to estimates made by 


lumber dealers, about one-third of .the 
regular number of deliveries are now 
being made by'the concerns affected. 
The country trade, which represents 
about CO per cent of their total vol- 
ume of business, has not been 'affect- 
ed, it is said...

of the six medals distributed for good 
scholarship.

Charlestown, Mass., where she com- 


' pleted the four-year course in two, 
: 'when she was elected as teacher of

were between four-and five hundred 
slaves. It was here that she witnessed 
deeds of barbarism that made of her 
a radical abolitionist.

•were similar and she drifted inevit-

She organized Soldler's^Aid So- 
cieties, delivered public addresses to 
stimulate supplies and donations 
of 


money in the 
principal 
towns and 


cities' of the Northwest, wrote letters 
by the hundreds, •• personally and by 
amanuenses, and answered all.that she 
received, wrote the circulars, bulletins 
and monthly reports of the commis- 
sion, made trips to the front with san- 
itary stores,' to whose distribution she 
gave personal attention, brought back 
large numbers of invalid soldiers who 
•were discharged that they might die 
at home, and whom she accompanied 
in person, or byi proxy, to their sever- 
al destinations, assisted to plan, or- 
ganize and conduct colossal Sanitary 
Fairs, and wrote a history of them 
at their close, detailed women nurs- 
es for the hospitals, by order of Sec- 
retary 
Stanton, and 
accompanied 


them to their posts. Mrs. Livermore 
has published her reminiscences 
-of 


this crucial days in a large volume, 
entitled.

husband disposed of his own paper in

Industrial 
Union, a member of the Woman's 
Relief Corps, the Ladies' Aid Society 
of the Massachusetts Soldier's Home, 
the.
